Malkani’s response to 
Dr. Hedgewar Pragya Samman, 
presented to him in Kolkata 
on April 18, 1999. 


| must say | am overwhelmed by the Dr. Hedgewar Pragya Samman 
conferred on me for the year 1999. There cannot be a greater honour for 
a Swayamsevak than this Dr. Hedgewar Award. | did not have the good 
fortune of Dr. Saheb’s Darshan. | was introduced to RSS a few weeks 
after he passed away in 1940. But | must say that his was a truly 
remarkable personality. Here was a man who did not have the 
advantage of wealth or ancestry. He did not have the support of Church 
or State. There was no press publicity, no apron-strings of an 
international movement. Actually all these forces were ranged against 
him. And yet he achieved almost the impossible—the vibrant revival of 
a sleepy Hindu Rashtra. And he did all this with nothing more than 
purity of heart, clarity of thought and sheer strength of will. 


I feel fulfilled in having joined the RSS and become a small brick in 
the Rashtra Mandir. But how did | come to join the RSS? 


My eldest brother, Prof. N.R. Malkani of revered memory, had 
resigned from the Bihar Education Service and joined Gandhiji in 1920. 
He repeatedly asked me to go to the Shakha and | started doing so. On 
January 26, 1942, | first went to the Congress meeting for the 
Independence Day pledge and then went to the Shakha, a little late. 
When the Mukhya Shikshak asked me why | was late and | told him the 
reason, he smiled a disapproving smile. 


| went and told my Congressman brother : “Dada, you asked me to 
joint Sangha but RSS seems to be opposed to Congress.” Dada calmly 
replied: “I know that. But | find that Gandhiji does not appeal to 
educated youth. The RSS does. It will teach you how to live and, if 
necessary, how to die.” That was my rite of passage into the Sangh. 


KEWAL MALKANI - THE VOICE OF THE NATION 
- By Shri Jhamatmal Wadhwani 


It was a sad 22nd July of 1995, | returned home late in the night. The 
pyre of Late Shri Hashu Advani wasn’t yet cool in the crematorium at 
Chembur. He passed away at the age of 69. 


The brotherly relations we developed over a period of 50 years since 
1945 came to an end. It was as if this was an end of a memorable era- 
the end of a Satayuga - yet the memories remained green. 


But again come the month of October 2003. On twenty-eighth alas! 
| said good-bye to Late Shri Kewal Malkani’s mortal coil at the Raj 
Niwas of Pondicherry and returned home in depression alongwith his 
two sons. A full 60 years close proximity since 1943 slipped out like 
passing wind. To me, Kewal at the age of 82 returned to his Divine 
abode. Yet farewell to another Yuga. 


A MARYADA PURUSH like Bhagwan Ramchandra, Kewal left as 
though a Being dominating Dwapar Yuga. 


Both Hashu and Kewal were my close loving associates. More than 
like brothers we knew each other so intimately with regards to our style 
and nature of daily life habits and attitudes and approaches. 


Kewal left for Delhi later in 1948 and Hashu used to be with me 
mostly since 1948. We both had close relationship due to the 
Vivekanand Education Society, Bharatiya Sindhu Sabha, Bharatiya Jana 
Sangh (now Bharatiya Janata Party.) 


Kewal remained with Hindustan Times as correspondent (journalist) 
and later joined Organiser of RSS as its Chief Editor. He lived miles 
away yet the minds did not mind the distance. My relations both with 
Hashu and Kewal were unique. The emotive feelings used to surge 
eagerly to meet each other. There used to be a kind of feeling of 
oneness, exuberance and satisfaction to share the sense of working for 
common goals and co-operative functioning. 


We shared one ideal ingrained in us and groomed led by one source 
of idealism. The training in the RSS welded into us various aspects of 
ideal life. Both Hashu and Kewal devoted their lives in continuously 
strengthening and furthering the ideals of Sangh. Hashu did not marry. 
He pledged his life to serving the society. He lived by it. Kewal un- 
interruptingly propagated the ideals and philosophy of the Sangh 
through his journalistic activities. For him the marriage was a social 
obligation, but his soul was engaged in spreading the philosophy and 
activities of the Sangh. He was the Vice-Chairman of Deendayal 
Foundation. He served as a member of the Rajya Sabha. He was a 
member on various parliamentary committees. He travelled to a number 
of countries, studied various problems haunting the society, which he 
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discussed in his book INDIA FIRST. He enjoyed close respectful 
relationships with all the SarSangh Chalaks of the RSS. He was one of 
the most respectable social and political thinkers in the country. He 
was a Journalist par excellence. 


Both Hashu and Kewal did not belong to inaccessible species of 
human kind (social workers) rather they narrowed the distance between 
them and the common man. They were fond of mixing up and 
interacting with individuals and even their families. They lived by their 
ever active and positive efforts. A small cup of tea was a welcome 
invitation to satisfy their appetite. A few moments of restful withdrawal 
be it in a train, car or bus would re-energise and revive their physical 
and mental exhaustion. 


Study of books & literature was a fond habit of both. For Kewal it was 
a source of livelihood and for Hashu it was both hobby and necessity. 
Intellectually sharp, they were very quick in grasping any matter. It was 
not difficult for them to understand and handle any difficult problem in 
no time. Hashu generally had delicate health. In his last sickness he 
was hospitalized and remained in bed for about ten weeks. Slowly & 
slowly each vital organ became non-functional. He was in coma for ten 
days and we all had enough notice to be warned he was on his last 
journey. 

Kewal rarely suffered sickness. Until his end he was hale & hearty. 
Rarely he had even a small physical complaint. It was a sudden shock 
to know his sudden demise. Sindhi society as if lost its real worthy 
jewel. It was Monday of Diwali when | received a phone call at about 
5.30 in the evening that Kewal was admitted in Pondicherry hospital. 
The telephones began ringing. | talked to his children, who were on 
their way to Pondicherry, on phone. In the meanwhile, we watched the 


sad news about his departure on T.V announcement beginning at 7.30 
in the evening. 


Light of his life extinguished! Kewal’s children reached Pondicherry 
after midnight. The cool body lied in the Hospital, Doctor’s incessant 
efforts to resurrect him were of no avail. The inevitable had occured. 


Two days earlier, | had inquired Kewal about his health and welfare. 

He just laughed and said that he was perfectly alright. Only on the 
previous Thursday he had a bout of vomitings and subsequent 
investigations carried out by the Doctors. We exchanged the 
information on various subjects occasionally. His one son had visited 
him from Bangalore during Diwali holidays. Alas, he had to come back 
the very next day to see his father passing away. | hurried there next 
morning by air together with my son Ram and friend Ladharam. 
Atmosphere was pretty morose and sad. The children met me 

, lamenting the death. Kewal’s brief illness and death was told to me by 
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his Secretary and others. Usha Gupta said, “you gave us a noble man % 
but we could not keep him” Kewal was the first Governor who died in 
office. Amongst many well-wishers, sympathisers, prominent 
personalities - the Governor of Tamilnadu, the Chief Justice, army 
Personnel came to pay tributes to him. 


He was the Governor of commons, personally he would visit 
establishments, shops, to check for himself the quality of products. He 
would even check the conditions of roadside gutters, supply of water 
and electricity and general cleanliness of the town. He would even see 
to the repairs, renovations, paintings of the houses. In his regime less 
taxes, prices under control and quality goods available, transparency in 
College admissions - all this impressed the common man and endeared 
him to his subjects. He used to participate in various functions in 
TamilNadu Shri K.R. Motilal and the President of Sindhi Association of 
Chennai occasionally visited him and exchanged the views on the 
activities of the Sindhi Associations. 


On the fateful day at about 2 p.m. Shri L.K. Advani and Shri 
Sudershanji arrived and the final rituals were underway- conducted by 
the Brahmins arrived from Chennai. The pal (corpse) bearers including 
his two sons and a nephew and Ram lifted the body amidst the chanting 
in chorus Ram Naam by thousands who gathered to pay homage. With 
the bugles sounding the last post, the procession followed the gun- 
carriage and reached the crematorium in about 2 hours at 4 p.m. Shri 
L.K. Advani, Shri Sudarshan and | stayed in Raj Bhawan about 2 hours 
to discuss and finalize the holding of MARKA Ceremony and also 
collect Shri Kewal’s personal belongings. It was decided to hold 
“MARKA” at Delhi on 31st October, where Kewal’s children flew on 31st. 
We then proceeded to crematorium and participated in the last rites. 
The Brahmins chanted Ved Mantras. The army gave the gun salute. The 
well wishers emotionally bade farewell. | fondly touched his head and 
face and was moved sentimentally with my eyes wet sadly thinking, that 
never again shall | see him in his mortal frame. Om Tat Sat everything 
was over by 5.30 in the evening. Lal and Sudarshanji left the 
crematorium and headed for their destination. We returned to Raj 
Bhavan, had our bath, fed the cows, and then after our dinner retired to 
our rooms. Ram and Vikram continued to discuss their future plans 
after the head of the family merged into eternity. 


On 30th October, the children and the Pandits collected the mortal — 
remains in 3 different containers for immersing in the holy waters in 
Pondicherry, Haridwar and one in Sindhu in Ladakh. The next day 
immersion in Pondicherry, with the resounding chanting of ‘Malkanji 
Amar Rahe” in the presence of the ministers, government employees 
and the public, the mortal remains were consigned to the holy waters. 
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The day long, devotees of Chinmaya Mission conducted Kirtan in the 
Raj Bhavan. It was a day filled with spiritual atmosphere. Peace and 
serenity reigned throughout the day. 


Next day the entire family left for Delhi where Shri Lal Krishna Advani 
had made arrangements for MARKA ceremony amidst Kirtan and 
religious performances. The mourning crowd streamed for 
condolences. Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee and various dignitaries, officers 
of the government were present at the ceremony. 


Whenever Kewal came to Mumbai or met me in Delhi, he always 
insisted on our (I and Kanta) visiting Pondicherry and we too gladly 
would say, “yes we shall come”, and | and Kanta had visited him, a year 
and a half earlier on his appointment as Governor of Pondicherry. We 
were elated and proud on finding him in a position of honour. 


The room which accomodated and welcomed us a year and a half 
ago, today was filled with sadness and haunting reception. The children 
too were melancholous. | was wondering in silence and disbelief of the 
charm and engaging chat that was no more. The light had extinguished. 


At night, in vacant moods, | reflected and thought how did it come 
that such a selfless saintly personality, an intellectual having risen to 
such a high position maintained intimacy and close relations with me, 
which | did not merit? It was perhaps the reward of the deeds done in 
my past births that | had the privilege of enjoying the friendship - nay, 
the oneness - with great man like Kewal. RSS was the medium through 
which we came together. RSS held the torch and showed us the right 
ethical idealistic path and directed our life activities. It looked perhaps 
we continued our relations since eternity. To be with Kewal, exchange 
pleasantries and chat on some subjects, sometimes problematic 
sometimes social situations was indeed a pleasure. Kewal had the rare 
Charisma and force. He lived by his sense of reasoning. In his life, he 
experienced various upheavals at different times. It was a boon to have 


merited the friendship of saintly person like Kewal, | have benefited the 
satisfaction and support in my life. 


That night on my bed various incidences in our life passed through 
my mind such as our togetherness in the Sangh Shakha, having on 
return from office a few moments of friendly chat in his house at 
Tilakcharhi. This used be our usual activity in the evenings. Kewal left 
for Bombay for studies for two years. That was a vacant period of 
loneliness for me. We developed the habit of writing letters to each 
other every week. While in Sangh, we used to go together to the annual 
month long OTC. During this time we had the fortune of being together 
for 24 hours and | cannot forget the strengthening link we developed 
after retiring to bed side by side. Kewal was appointed as a Prof. of 
Economics in D.G. Sind National College in Hyderabad. Very shortly, the 
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unfortunate development of the birth of Pakistan happened. Twice we “ 
travelled together in train from Hyderabad Sind to Bombay. Kewal left 
for Delhi. | returned to Hyderabad Sind for sometime and again went 
back to Bombay in 1948. Like many others | too had to make new 
relationships and tried to weave together the past memories. | renewed 
correspondence with Kewal at Delhi and revived the common goals we 
held so pious and inspiring to us. 


Kewal started working in Hindustan Times but soon after he held the 
reins of ORGANISER, He married in December 1955 while | had already, 
a month ago, tied the nuptial knots. He merited the US Scholarship to 
go to Harvard for studies for sometime. On return, again he started 
working for ORGANISER and “Panch Janya”. He created his name in 
journalism and came quite close to renowned correspondents and 
Editors of various publications. For sometime he even remained 
Secretary of Journalist Association. He was accredited Journalist and 
with that status he travelled far and wide in other Countries. In 1975, he 
became the Editor of “Motherland” a daily mouthpiece of Nationalist 
Aspirations. He exposed the wrong doings of the then government and 
irregularities in functioning of public administration. Smt. Indira Gandhi 
became the target for ruthless functioning. Expectedly, there was a 
knock on the door at midnight of 26th June 1975. Kewal was arrested 
under MISA (Maintenance of Internal Security). Sundri - Kewal’s wife 


alerted me on the prevailing situation and warned me the impending 
arrest as a President of Jana Sangh. | prepared myself for this 
eventuality and suffered the incarceration for 19 months. Kewal was 
being shifted from one Jail to another and interrogated in isolation. 


Kewal was a man of literature, and being an economist at the same 
time, his writings and speeches in English used to be effective and 
interesting. He expressed himself in a literary fashion in small and pithy 
sentences. One would get lost into his type of expressions. So much so 
as though one has dived deep into the expanse of pure cool and 
inspiring waters of Ganga. Once you take up his book for reading you 
feel like finishing, he had the art of explaining big matter in small truths. 


Kewal wrote books entitled the “RSS Story”, the “Sind Story” and 
“Midnight Knock”. His book “India First” was released by the Prime 
Minister Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee. These books reflect his views on 
various problems, issues and matters such as patriotism impeccable 
character the organizational approaches. All these reflect his 
intellectual charisma. These views again bring out the impressions and 
Influence of Param Pujniya Guruji Golwalkar and Shree Deen Dayal 
Upadhyay. He imbibed in himself simple living, high thinking, social 
service, etc. 


A few sudden and unpleasant happenings in his life had effects of 
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disappointments e.g. One evening he got a letter stopping him to attend 
the office of Organiser. It was difficult to absorb the shock of receiving 
such a letter for no rhyme or reason. The child whom he nurtured, 
nourished and for which he acquired the high status in journalism - was 
snatched at a notice of just few hours. This could cause him an 
unbearable agony. | was the witness of Kewal’s sorrow and now realise 
myself the intensity of such pain, when Kewal himself left us at the 
notice of two hours. 


At the passing away of Sundri after brief illness, Kewal was totally a 
lost man, | rushed to Delhi next day and saw him distraught, | too was 
afflicted by his loss. The life is transitory on this earth and having 
known this truth very well, that no relations are permanent, one sinks 
into sad sentimentality when one’s own near and dear bids good-bye. 
It is as if something of my own within me has extinguished. Kewal’s 
condition was exactly that until his own end. 


Both these shocks he suffered with a great courage of conviction 
and faced his suffering in tranquility. At each turn of events he 
remained cool headed to summon up the skill of synthesizing the 
developments before he reached any conclusive decision. He avoided 
fruitless disharmony and egoistic obstinacy in maintaining 
relationships. Later he became the member of Rajya Sabha and the 
Governor of Pondicherry. He held positions both in RSS and BJP 
throughout his life. He was looking after the affairs of North East states. 


He identified himself not only with Sindhis but the Sind itself. Quite 
a few Sindhi Muslims used to come and see him and have heart to heart 
talks with him. He made his best efforts to improve relationships with 
Pakistan as he was one of those who knew Sind and its social 
conditions. He fought for the rights of Sindhis, he never declined any 
invitation to participate in issues concerning Sindhis. 


Bharatiya Sindhu Sabha had the privilege to have him as its Vice- 
President since 1979. He remained Vice-Chairman of NCPSL. He 
infused life in it for reviving Sindhi language. He planned classes for 
Sindhi language throughout the Country, and had that satisfaction for 
making a good constructive beginning in this direction. 


He had seen difficult days in his family life. His entire life, he worked 
as a Journalist as he had to earn for the livelihood of his mother, 
unmarried sister apart from his wife and three children, who needed 
both the nurturing, education, etc. With a meagre income of 3 to 4 
thousand rupees, thanks to Sundri, the household expenses were 
matched with income with, utmost ingenuity. He was allotted a 
residential plot in Rajendra Nagar, Delhi but had no money to construct 
a house. With the help of friends and relatives he could construct a 
» simple shelter. In his whole life he could hardly take his children out for 
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a holiday except perhaps for two or three occasions. Opportunities did & 
not provide for cinemas and similar luxuries. On appointment as 
Member of Rajya Sabha he was alloted a house by the Government. At 
long last Sundri had a cheer on her face and sigh of relief. 


In his capacity as Rajya Sabha member he was taken as member on 
various committees. In that position he used to visit industrial 
companies where as a practice the members were given gifts. This is 
something, which Kewal abhorred never liked and detested such 
practices. His daughter got married. His son sought admission for an 
education in Engineering in Bombay. In four years of his scholastic 
career he lived with me as my child. Lately on securing a job in Bombay 
he came and again lived with me. My children and Kewal’s son were 
quite intimate friends. We both used to stay with each other during our 
visits to Bombay and Delhi. 


He became the Governor and occupied a spacious RAJ NIVAS 
comprising of 15 Room Residence surrounded by well kept Gardens. 
He had the privilege of being served by 2 dozen servants, but there was 
a vacuum. Sundri was not there to see such prestigious status and 
facilities. The entire life Sundri laboured in household chores, but today 
when the LADY Luck smiled Sundri was not there. | asked Kewal how 
he felt living in such a spacious RAJ NIVAS all alone, his reaction was 
a kind of sad statment - Loneliness is a Curse. It is such a disease for 


which remedy is only keeping busy in work and performing one’s duty. 
Reading books and writing articles were his favourite activity. Kewal 
liked literature produced by ancient Japanese philosophers. He found 
his occupation in studying such literature. Perhaps he had completed 
yet another work “Mysterious Deaths”. 


Always a smile on his face, he used to laugh a lot. Living with 
laughter was his basic nature. | never saw him getting angry with 
anyone. | have seen sometimes some people behaving with incivility 
with him. Some people who were over smart and lived on lies were 
instantly identified by him and never would have relations with them. He 
. Never nursed any enemity with anybody. He never liked to hurt anybody. 


His end came very peacefully without much suffering. He did not 
inconvenience the employees of RAJ NIVAS, Doctors or Hospital Staff. 
Nor his children suffered any anxiety regarding his health. There was 
hardly any time distance between his life and death. He had very 
amicable nature, cordial relations with his employees, he treated them 
with utmost politeness. 


On seventeenth, he had gone to Jodhpur to offer his condolences to 
Shri Rewachand Mulchandani, who was President of Bharatiya Sindhu 
Sabha. He wrote a letter to me relating his visit to Jodhpur. | received 
that letter on 29th October after my return from Pondicherry mourning 
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7 his own death. 
He had very healthy habits with regard to his eating and daily 
morning walk. He used to have his regular medical check ups. His daily 
breakfast comprised one Banana, a cup of tea and a thick wheat 
pancake(Koki). Sweet yogurt was also consumed by him at all 
mealtime. Habit of drinking plenty water indeed kept him healthy. 


The whole night in RAJ NIVAS pondering over his life events | slept 
and got up early to catch plane from Chennai Airport. At 9 we took off 
from Chennai to Bombay. Behind the secret of Kewal’s success in life 
was the philosophy and working systems of RSS. In this way he 
moulded his thinking life style and travelled on the path of Sacrifice and 
Service. Simple minded, he worked hard with devotion and eked out his 
livelihood through his literary and journalistic activities. He had no 
attachment for plenty and no attraction for worldly possessions. He 
stood out as an outstanding thinker, politician, journalist and a Swayam 
Sewak. 


He had a princely personality, a humanitarian and patriotic outlook. 
He was one among country’s venerable personalities. Adored by 
thousands, his integrity, honesty, intellectual insight was a deep 
impression on the Society. 


Rare are such persons who earn the esteem for their character. 
Amongst various awards, he merited the award of “Sarva Shreshtha 
Swayam Sevak”. This award, he cherished in his life as one of the 
priceless satisfying honour. He preserved this award as most dear and 
a token of high esteem about his life. My humble prayers as my only 
offerings to God, for a straight forward clean in dealings Kewal would 
be so say “Oh lord Kewal has returned to his Kaivalyadham “ without 
taking blot of shame on his human birth. 


Oh God may we pray you to return this priceless Kewal to us in 


Sindhi Society of mother India. We need such Godly and precious souls 
back to us.

SHRI KEWAL MALKANI - A SYMBOL OF SACRIFICE 
- By Shri Jnamatmal Wadhwani 


(After the death of Shri Kewal Malkani in Pondicherry on 27/10/2003, 
a condolence meeting was held in Mumbai on 10th November in Rama 
Watumull Hall in K.C. College. It was fully packed hall where friends and 
well-wishers of Shri Kewal Malkani expressed their condolences. ) 


Dada Jhamatmal Wadhwani paid his tributes as follows : 
My Sisters & Brothers, 


The life on this earth is full of ups & downs and nobody has escaped 
the pains and pleasures associated with life. Ordinarily, everybody is 
enmeshed in the household and domestic activities. Somehow there are 
people who come out of the household attachments and devote time to 
some kind of social work, some however serve the Society through 
monetary offerings, yet there are some who associate themselves to 
social organisations and derive life’s satisfaction. In other words, some 
remain engaged in social service partially and some contribute their 
lifetime to selfless work. Those who totally and exclusively work for the 
social activities, indeed venerable. 


For the development of Society the institute of householder is an 
important constructive life. They mould and direct life according to the 
experiences. Kewal Malkani was a householder. He married at the age 
of 34 in 1955, and had two sons and a daughter. He lived with his old 
mother and elder sister as his father passed away when Kewal was 
young and shouldered the family burden. He passed his M.A. from 
Mumbai University and returned to Hyderabad Sind. He was appointed 
as Professor of Economics at D.G. Sind National College, Hyderabad 
Sind. Soon the Partition of the country took place. At his very young age 
he joined R.S.S. in 1943 and endeared himself through his sharp 
intelligence and ready wit. 


On creation of Pakistan in 1947 he came to live in Delhi along with 
the members of his family. He joined “Hindustan Times” as Sub-Editor. 
Hindustan Times belonged to Birla Group, which in itself was a matter 
of Prestige for Kewal. 


After sometime he became the Chief Editor of “Organiser” - the 
organ of R.S.S. Organiser being a mouthpiece of the Party he was more 
concerned to spread the philosophy and thinking of the Party rather 
earning the emoluments he derived meagre salary. Through his 
earnestness and hard work he transformed and took the image and 
importance of the paper to unexpected popularity. 


Kewal also worked as an editor of the English Daily of R.S.S. - 
“Motherland”. 
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In his capacity as a Journalist his salary was too small to take care 
of household expenses and thus even lived from hand to mouth, though 
he was aware of this eventuality by continuing as a journalist with the 
paper. There were occassions when he was not paid regularly for a 
couple of months yet he was steadfast in his Ideals, and had to put up 
with taunts and criticism in good spirit. It was not difficult for him to 
work with any other publications, which paid better and more. 


His brother who also was involved in social work had unfortunately 
an unsympathetic wife - always grumbling, criticising and discouraging, 
but his brother lived with the situation with a sense of devotion to 
selfless social work. Kewal also having the experience of his sister-in- 
law charted out a similar path of service, which was full of thorns. 


One thing | knew that hé rarely took his children out for food and 
entertainment except on one or two occasion. 


This shows that he lived the philosophy and thinking of R.S.S. He 
gave much priority to the idealistic life with devotion to further the 
cause, which was prime satisfying rather than hunting for wealth and 
the worldly comforts. He mostly engaged himself in writing on topics 
dear to his heart such as social and political matters hard to resolve. 
He offered solutions full of ardent sincerity. Sundri was an ideal wife. 
She always stood by him and encouraged him in his performance for 
the fulfilment of the ideals of his life. She was also instrumental in 
directing the course of his life, to the pursuit of his ideals away from 
so called prosperity and worries for the family. She used to perform her 
household duties and also: looked after his financial matters. She 
acquired the minimal necessities of life. She was least concerned about 
the modest status both Kewal and Sundri lived. Kewal was indeed a 
fortunate person to have a life partner like Sundri. 


Being a householder Kewal adored Swami Vivekanand, who inspite 
of having ten brothers - took the path shown by Shri Ramakrishna 
Paramhansa. Abstaining the family life Swami Vivekanand had entirely 
surrendered to pursue the path of service to the country. The life of 
Kewal was more or less tuned to similar sacrifice and selfless service. 
He fulfilled his allotted responsibilities with honesty and integrity. He 
not only remained as a journalist but also a Member of Rajya Sabha and 
Vice-President of DeenDayal Upadhyay Foundation and Bharatiya 
Sindhu Sabha. He held various responsible positions in Jana Sangha & 
BJP for a long time. He was Vice-Chairman (NCPSL) and towards the 
end of his life he enjoyed the prestigious position of Lt. Governor of 
Pondicherry. 

With his position as Lt. Governor of Pondicherry, he worked 
sincerely to provide good governance and service to the Common Man, 
during his Governorship. Admissions to Medical & Engineering 
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Colleges were granted without capitation fees, on the basis of merit, % 
etc. He showed lot of humanity in dealing with deserving people, 
rendered sound positive advice not because he was a leader but as a 
humble guide. 


He used to communicate with Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee, Shri L.K. 
Advani and other ministers in the government on various problems 
through his letters, His elder brother Naraindas Malkani was a leading 
~ personality of Congress yet under his advice he entered mainstream of 
R.S.S. Even then he used to discuss and interact on different 
philosophies of Congress, BJP and Jana Sangha. On many occasions 
he used to appear on various T.V. channels on behalf of BJP. 


He was a leading thinker in the Country. His opinions and thoughts 
were respected by many intellectuals. He had close relationships with 
all Sar Sangha Chalaks of RSS and BabaSaheb Apte and Bhaurao 
Deoras. ; 


Once King Akbar asked Birbal how should a gentleman behave if a 
scoundrel created unnecessary problems for him. Birbal replied “Sir 
answer to this will be provided by my father”. Birbal’s father was 
summoned to the Court and was asked the same question repeatedly. 
Birbal’s father just remained quiet. Birbal, when summoned again to 
explain his father’s silence said, when a scoundrel gets involved 
mischievously with a gentleman the best answer would be not to 
respond. Kewal Malkani’s nature was the same. He faced in his life 
many such persons, which would incite anger but Kewal remained 
unperturbed and quiet. 


Kewal rendered invaluable services to Sindhi community. At the 
insistence of Bharatiya Sindhu Sabha, he wrote a book entitled “Sind 
Story” which is very much appreciated by the scholars. He attended all 
the meetings of the Sindhu Sabha and responded to any call for such 
gatherings and offered the benefit of his constructive advice. He was 
instrumental in securing the citizenship to migrating Sindhis from 
Pakistan and by his good offices, he enabled the Government to enact 
various laws providing facilities to Sindhis. He was indeed a leader 
endeared by Sindhi community. Even the Sindhis living in Pakistan had 
confidence in him and occasionally used to meet him for his considered 
advice. 


Kewal, like Sindhu River, which released from its source, zigzagging 
its way from the Himalayas, cutting its course through heights, now 
falling and rushing through the ravines, picking pebbles and now 
serpenting its surge through mountainous forests, singing the 
melodies, pitching high and low unmindful of the obstruction roared to 
its destination which was enormous and eternal. 
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if someone has to pursue one’s ideals in life, one has to take a leaf 
from the life of Kewal. If the mind is pure and determined, the goals are 
achieved-difficulties notwithstanding. The life is full of attractions and 
the worldly entrapments to wean away even the wise from following the 
set goals. But the one who is steadfast and unshaken will brave all the 
difficulties and serve the Society. Kewal was that! 

With these humble tributes to the departed soul, | pray for peace for 
the great that is venerable Kewal and wish him to be reborn in the 
Sindhi Community, which needs him all the more. 


SHRI KEWAL MALKANI AND NCPSL 


The Government of India established National Council for Promotion 
of Sindhi language (NCPSL) in the year 1994 for the development of 
Sindhi language, literature and Arts. The council started functioning by 
June 1995. Mr. Madhavrao Scindia the then Human Resources Minister 
was the Chairman of the Council. The deputy Minister was the deputy 
Chairman at that time. 


During the General body meeting of the Council on 20th July 1998 
the working Committee was appointed. Shri Murli Manohar Joshi the 
Human Resources Minister was appointed as Chairman and our very 
own Shri K.R. Malkani was appointed as Vice-Chairman. 


When Shri K.R. Malkani was selected for the honourable post of Lt. 
Governor of Pondicherry by the Government of India he resigned as 
Vice-Chairman of NCPSL. Shri Jnamatmal Wadhwani was appointed in 
his place as Vice-Chairman of NCPSL By GOI. 


Shri K. R. Malkani had a strong resolve and will to see the 
development of Sindhi language, literature, education and Arts. Where 
there is a will there is a way. He brought in new vigour to the NCPSL. 
Many revolutionary changes were brought about and new rules and 
regulations were put into place. Maximum Sindhi writers, Educational 
Institutes should be able to take the benefit of NCPSL for that many 


rules were simplified. Shri Malkani put in maximum efforts to see that 
Sindhi Language should be taught to every Sindhi and that Literature 
and Arts should get the place in society they deserve. 


Shri K.R. Malkani was also the Chairman for various committees of 
NCPSL like Exceutive Committee, Grant-Aid Committee, Reward 
Committee, Programme Committee etc. During his tenure he organized 
various cultural Sindhi Programmes, Sindhi Seminars. He wanted 
Sindhi Language to be taught all over the country for that he 
established running of Sindhi classes. He established Sindhi Language 
co-ordination Committee for this purpose and appointed various Sindhi 
Scholars on this Committee. By appointing Shri Jnamatmal Wadhwani 
as Convenor of this committee a systematic plan and format was put 
into place. Today under the guidance of Shri Juamatmal Wadhwani and 
due to his tireless efforts these committees have started Sindhi 
Certificate Course, Diploma Course and Advance Course and various 
other projects are in the Pipeline. A book titled “Sindhi Reader for 
learning Sindhi has already been published and classes for learning 
Sindhi have already started in various corners of India. 

Due to the efforts of Shri Malkani sale of Sindhi Literature and 
Magazines have increased. Due to this Sindhi Art and Culture is being 
popularised among the masses. NCPSL honours Sindhi Writers by 
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4 giving Rs. 15000/- (fifteen thousand) for good Sindhi books written by 
them. Now Rs. 20000/- are being paid for every good book written. 
Efforts are being made to publish books containing nice Sindhi 
Literature. 

Plans are being made for NCPSL to conduct their own Literature 
seminars, Workshops, Book publishing etc. 


Two new awards have been sanctioned by the Government of India. 
These awards will be presented to Sindhi writers and their work. These 
awards carry a Cash reward of Rs. 50000/-(Fifty Thousand ) each. 


During the tenure of Shri K. R. Malkani development of Sindhi 
Language, Literature and Culture has grown by Leaps and Bounds. 


Even after his appointment as Lt.Governor he continued to have 
strong relations with the NCPSL. He continued to take interest in the 
working of the Council and continued to guide us in implementing new 
approaches and developmental programmes for the promotion of 
Sindhi Culture. 


He started a Newsletter of the Council so that the working and 
Programmes of the Council should be known in the nook and Corner of 
the Country. He appointed Shri Jetho Lalwani as the Editor of this 
Newsletter. 


Even after his busy schedule as Governor of Pondicherry he 
personally attended the Sindhi Writers Awards Function held on 23 
March 2003 and Sindhi Cultural Festival held on 29 Aug 2003 at Delhi. 
He encouraged all for working towards the Promotion of Sindhi 
Language and emphasised that every Sindhi anywhere in this World 
should atleast learn to read and write Sindhi. He urged the audience to 
keep the relations between “SINDH” and “HIND” intact. We must keep 
SINDHI very close to our heart. We should be proud of ourselves being 
a “SINDHI”. He urged the youngsters to gather information about Sindhi 


culture, History and Festivals and also conduct Celebrations and 
Seminars for this Purpose. 


From his views it was very clear that “Sindhyat” ran through the 
blood of Shri K. R. Malkani. He was a great follower of Shah Abdul Latif. 
He had great Love and remembrances of beloved “SIND”. He was a true 
“SINDHI” and a great person of the Sindhi Community. The Sindhi 


Community is short of Words in expressing the loss of such a 
renowned and pious man.

A LIFE OF SACRIFICE OF A HOLY MAN-LATE SHRI MALKANIJI %

The mother feels proud if she has given a birth to a son who 
sacrifices his life for the nation. Humanity also feels proud of such type 
of a person who has done a lot for the common man. The nation bides 
salute to the man who was not afraid of speaking the truth under any 
circumstances. One person made of such a soil was late Shri Kewal 
Malkani. He was an ocean of knowledge. He was a scholar son of 
saraswati (Hindu Goddess of Knowledge). He was a courageous writer 
who always spoke whatever he felt as truth. He sacrificed every 
moment of his life. He was a loyal citizen of India and a true lover of 
mother India. He was a true and ideal volunteer of RSS (A devoted 
organisation to the nation). He received a noble reward for his real 
services known as Dr. Hedgewar Award. He considered that this reward 
was the greatest appreciation of his social services. He was proud of 
this award very much and wore its medal with a great sense of 
happiness. 


Late Shri Kewal R. Malkani was born in Hyderabad (Sindh) on 19th 
November 1921. The whole family was well educated. His family 
members were always ahead in social and national work. His elder 
brother Shri N.R. Malkani was a professor in Education Department of 
Bihar State. He resigned from such a high post and joined the Non - 
Cooperation movement started by Mahatma Gandhi at his clarion call of 
“DO or DIE”. His elder brother advised Shri Kewalji to join RSS in the 
year 1941. According to his elder brother RSS would teach his younger 
brother how to live a life and how to sacrifice for the nation. Shri Kewalji 
remained loyal to the teachings of RSS till his death. He lived and died 
for the Noble Ideals he always cherished. One has to learn a good 
lesson from Kewalji to be a good Swayamsevak. Shri Kewalji remained 
a professor at D.G. National College, Hyderabad(Sindh) for sometime. 
His name and fame spread in the surrounding educational and social 
fields. After the partition of India, he came to Delhi in1947 and settled 
there. He totally devoted himself to national thoughts and was ready to 
sacrifice everything for the same. 


He was serving at Hindustan Times Newspaper at Delhi. He had a 
attractive salary, but he left that job when he was asked to lead 
“Organiser” Newspaper started by RSS. Despite economic crisis at 
home he joined the nationalist organisation and left his highly paid job 
at Hindustan Times. He ran “Organiser” weekly containing thoughts on 
Hinduism and National Devotion. He had rendered valuable national 
services through “Organiser Magazine”. He spread Indian thinking 
through out the world. He remained Chief Editor of “Organiser” for 34 
years continously. This is a world record for any English Newspaper. 
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y Shri L.K. Advani, Shri K. R. Malkani and Shri Jhamatmal Wadhwani were 
friends for 60 long years. Shri Malkaniji had sweet and cordial relations 
with honourable P.M. Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee and Late Shri Deendayal 
Upadhyay. All top level “Pracharaks” of RSS had great respect for Shri 
K. R. Malkaniji. 


Late Shri K.R. Malkaniji had a limited income source and often there 
was a financial crisis in his home. But he was true to his ideals. He 
could not compromise with his ideals for want of money. He and his 
wife Sundri tried their best to give good education to their children and 
build their future. Late Shri K.R. Malkani was a good orator and a good 
writer. He had written numerous good articles. He had written books of 
high standard. His books contain indepth knowledge, intensive 
research, all aspects of the subject concerned, a lot of knowledge, 
novelty and interest. Once thie reader starts to read his book he will not 
leave the book uncompleted. Some of his famous books are “ THE RSS 
STORY”, “THE SINDH STORY”, “MIDNIGHT KNOCK” etc. His book 
named “ INDIA FIRST” was released by our dear and near P.M. of India 
Hon. Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee. His another book titled “Mysterious 
Deaths” is due to be published . 


Late Shri Malkaniii had cordial relations with the Deendayal Institute 
also besides RSS. He remained Secretary of Newspaper 
Correspondents. He traveled throughout the world. His name is taken 
with honour in the world of NEWS organization. He remained Vice- 
Chairman of National Council For Promotion Of Sindhi Language 
(NCPSL). He worked very hard for the welfare of Sindhi Society and 
Sindhi language. He started classes for the Promotion of Sindhi 


Language. The Sindhi Classes were started throughout the country 
under his tenure. 


His valuable services were rendered to JAN SANGH and BJP. Due to 
his revolutionary writing he was put in Jail for 21 months during 
EMERGENCY imposed by the then PM of India Smt. Indira Gandhi. He 
remained Vice - President of all India BUP . He looked after the affairs 
of North East Indian states. He remained the member of House of Lords 


(Upper House-Rajya Sabha) and earned a good name and fame for his 
Social Work. 


At the time of his death he was Lt. Governor of Pondicherry state. He 
Served the people of the state and nurtured them like a Father figure 
rather than as a Governor. He looked after the welfare of the Common 
man of the State. His Work was worship for him and he worked 


tirelessly for his aims and Goals. As American poet Robert Brown has 
written:
